guard.’ Mr. Paton continues to assert, as he did in the 
* Hamnet Macbeth,’ that these emphasis-capitals were intended 
for the guidance of the stage, and ‘as the surest advisers of 
public and private readers as to where to place the mental or 
audible emphasis.’ While not disposed to implicitly accept Mr. 
Paton’s theory on the evidence as yet before us, we must admit 
that he makes out a fair case, and he certainly opens up a 
question of rare interest to the student of Shakspeare. What- 
ever difference of opinion there may be on his theory, however, 
there can be none on the merits of his modernised reprint.”
